A Proclamation againſt the making, or vſing of any 
Nets or Engines, for taking of Pheſants and Partridges. 


Is Maieſtie hauing found the great detay, and ſcarcity ok the game of Partridge, 
did lately publiſh His royall pleaſure by Bꝛotlamation, foꝛ pꝛeuenting thoſe wayes, 
and meanes, that contrary to the Lawes and Statutesof this Realme, are fre- 
+1 Quentlypzactiſed, foz deſtroying the ſame. But now perteiuing that it hathnot 
Se yet p2obuced that refozmation which he expected; 988 further to ſignifie 
His Pꝛintely Will, and Commandment in that behalfe; And doth therefoze hereby 
ſtraitiy charge and command. That no perſon, oꝛ perſons, ot what degree, oꝛ quality 

any time hereafter pzeſume to make, vle, oꝛ keepe, in his, oꝛ their houle, oꝛ elle⸗ 
where, any Lunnelinet, Hoopnet, Wꝛoadnet, Sheetnet, oꝛ any other ſoztof Nets, Trannels, 
L-oWbels, Engines, Snares, oz inſtruments whatſoenernow deuiſed, o2pzactiſed,o2 whichhercaf- 
ter ſhall be demiſed, oꝛ pzactiſed, foz the getting, o2 takingof Pheſants, oz Partridges, cither by day, 
oꝛ by night, vpon paine of His Maieſties high diſpleaſure, and ſuch puniſhment as His Court ut 
Starre Chamber ſhall thinke nieete to inflict vpon ſuch delinquents, foz their contempt of his 
Mateſties Commandmentin that behalfe. And tothe end His Mateſties ſaidroyall pleaſure herc- 
in may be Hereaftermoze duelyobſerued; His Maieſtie doth hereby expꝛeſly require, authoꝛiʒe and 
tommand, al well all and euery the Juſtites ot Peate in their ſeuerall Counties, as the maſter of His 
Maieſties Hawkes foꝛ thetime being, That vpon requeſt to them, oꝛany one of them, from time to 
lime made, by any perlon, oꝛ perſons that ſhall endeauour the pꝛeſeruingokthe ſaid game, oz the find⸗ 
ing out ofthe ſaid Nets, Snares, Engines, ſetting Dogs, oꝛ other deuices foꝛ taking of Pheſants, oꝛ 
Partridge: They make foꝛth their Warrants foz the ſearching of any houſes, oꝛ other plates, where 
any ſuch Pets, Engines, Snares, ſetting. Dogs, oꝛ other deuites ſhall be ſuſpectedto be had, made, oꝛ 
kept. And that thereupon it ſhall be law ᷑ull to euery ſuch perſon, oꝛ perſons, hauing ſuch Warrant, 
02 Warrants, to enter into, and make ſearch in any luch houles, oz places, where he oz they ſhall vn- 
derſtand, oꝛ ſuſpett any ſuch Nets, Snares, Engines, letting Dogs oz other deuites to be ſo made, 
ed, oꝛ kept; And the lame there found to ſeize, take, cut in pietes, and vtterly deſtroy at his and their 
pleaſures, And his Maieſty doth further ſtraitly charge and command all Matozs, Sherifes, 
Juſtites of Peace,Conſtables,Officers, and miniſters of Puſtice whatſoeuer, to take ſpectall care foꝛ 
the due execution of His Maieſties laid royall vill and Pleaſure herein declared. And laſtip, that all 
uch perſons as ſhall be found offendoꝛs in the pꝛemiſles may be ſeuerely puniſhed, foꝛ ſuch their con- 
empts, His Maieſty dotherpzeſly charge and require. That vpon complaint oz infozmationthereof 
made to His Attozney generall foꝛ the time being, they be pzoceeded againſt inthe Starre Chamber, 
that they may reteiue condigne puniſhment accozding to their demerits. |
